Auxiliary Coll Adds 


to Toning Capacity

Can an amateur tncreas" the tun- 


Ing capacity of his radio receiving 
set? 


Easily. 
If the tuner ha Is using will not 


respond to wave lengths above 450 
meters, let him wind a single tube 
with several turns of wire, put a 
slider or taps on it for variation, 
and connect In series with die aerial. 
This should be placed ahead of the 
primary and secondary circuits. 


This adds some resistance to the 


set, but It Increases the wave length. 
By having it so hooked up with a 
small switch, the operator can out 
In or out, using the extra coil only 
when necessary.

transmitter.

true In a receiver. 


TAPPING PRIMARY. 


The primary of the counler In the 


receiver is tapped «o that more In- 
ductance may be added and a longer 
length received. 
The variable con- 


denser In series with the aerial de- 
creases the length. 


Tha condenser shunted across the 


secondary adds capacity to that pai t 


of the circuit adn puts it In reso- 
nance with the primary. 


It will be noted in most diagrams 


of receiving circuits that a 
small 


fixed condenser is shunted 
across 


the head phones. 


The high inductance of the phones 


offers considerable resistance, hold- 
Ing back to a certain extent the in- 
coming signals, and thus preventing 
perfect vibrations of the diaphragms. 


But the fixed condenser provides 


a complete circuit for the high fre- 
quency waves without allowing them 
to pass through the telepohne re- 
ceivers direct.

ties. Radiation occurs practically In 
all directions. 


"Someone soon 
will undoubtedly 


evolve a means of directing these 
waves in a beam similar to the effect 
produced by using a reflector with a 
source of light. By this means, the 
entire energy of the light may be 
directed without great decrease in In- 
tensity In a given direction for a 
considerable distance. 


"Radio transmission by such a de- 


vice will be accomplished with much 
'.ess expenditure of energy. 


"Antennae are directional to some 


extent 
But nothing much has yet 


been done in the way of reflecting 
radio waves. Of course, the mag- 
nitude of the reflector would have 
to be enormous if we keep on using 
the same wave lengths that we use 
now. 


SUGGESTS REFLECTOR. 


"But mav it not become possible 


hv the use of a reflector to produce 
sufficient radiation In a given direc- 
tion at a much shorter wave lengthl 


"Ons can now reflect short radio 


waves b> merely placing a metallic 
reflector behind them. I have done 
It. 


"The waves are sent out In par- 


allel beams, caught by a similar re- 
flector and brought to a focus with a 
corresponding Increase in energy at

Big Postage Burden 


On Publishers 


Announcement in The Review Sunday, April 16th, that more 


magazines of national distribution are making Decatur an Illinois 
mailing center, tells of one means some publishers are taking to re- 
lieve themselves of a big and now unjust burden. 


High second-class postage is one of the problems of the news- 


paper publisher today, and the burden falls heaviest upon the 
smaller papers of the country. 
The big papers, with a million or 


more of readers, can afford to develop their own systems of trans- 
portation. 


Big Increase To The Review 


Four increases in rates have been made since October, 1917, 


the average increase now being 325 per cent. 


The Review is now paying 285 per cent more for every pound 


pf second-class postage passing through the Decatur postoffice than 
it did in 1917, or practically three times as much. 
Using Freight and Motor Trucks 


The Saturday Evening Post ships by freight much of its west- 


ern circulation via Panama, up the west coast, to the Rocky Moun- 
tain district. 
It uses motor trucks within six hundred miles of Phil- 


adelphia. 
The great chain of Hearst papers uses similar methods. 


McCall's and other periodicals of nation-wide distribution are do- 
ing as they have decided to do in Decatur: Shipping by freight to 
central points, and then using the mails within a certain small radius 
to avoid the excessive postage. 


Promises to Revise Not Kept 


The War Revenue bill of 1917 carried a provision imposing in- 


creases in second-class mail matter as an emergency issue. The in- 
creases were written into the law without hearings or investigation 
under pressure for War revenue. 


The wisdom and justice of the rates were questioned and its 


operation deferred for a year to permit a revision. The promise to 
revise was never kept. 


The publishers are asking for the repeal of the last two in- 


creases only, those increases which went into effect in 1920 and 
1921. 


Ask Only Part Reduction 


This relief, if granted by Congress, would give the Govern- 


ment 175 per cent more than the pre-war rates, and would not re- 
lieve the publishing industry of one per cent of the Federal taxes 
now paid by other industries. 


The publishers of newspapers and magazines, in their efforts 


to obtain a modification of this war time measure, are not asking for 
preferential treatment, but for justice in order that they may continue 
as an integral part of our social and economic life.
